Before the Caucus. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 380.—The floor of 
the House presented a busy scene this morn- 
ing as early as 10 o’clock, although noon 
was the hour fixed for the meeting of 


the caucus which was to decide who 
should preside over the delibera- 
tions of the House during the Fifty-first 
Congress. Members assembied in groups to 
talk over the situation and the friends of the 
various candidates were earnest in their 
efforts to add to the strength of their favor- 
ites. The frst candidate to put in an 
appearance was Mr. Cannon of 
Iliinois. Shortiy after 10 o’clock he 
arrived at the Capito] and took possession of 
the larger of tne two rooms occupied by the 
Committee on Appropriations. There he 
awaited the coming of his active lieutenants, 
Messrs. Rowell and Adams of Illinois, who, 
when they arrived, went hard to work in be- 
half of the Illinois candidate. 

Adherents of various candidates who were 
not members of Congress gathered in knots 
outside of the doorways and afew Democratic 
members who had dropped in to see the 
skirmishing and dragooning of forces 
preliminary to the caucus retreated 
to adjacent committee rooms. Just 
before the caucus met the air was thick with 
rumors of combinations and agreements. The 

whippers-in of the various candidates were 
laboring earnestly with members supposed 
to be of doubtful disposition or th 
who showed a willingness to t 
after a few ballots for their 
favorites. But these members were few in 
number comparatively speaking, and it wasa 
surprise to witness the degree of confidence 
exhibited by the leading candidates. 


Armour Before the Senate Committee. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 30.—Senator 
Vest’s Committee, which has been investigat- 
ing the dressed beef interests of the country 
for some months, resumed the examination 


of witnesses in the room of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce this morning. There 
were present of the committee, Senators 
Vest, Coxe, Farwell, Manderson and 
Plumb, aud A number of persons 
interested as witnesses or otherwise.

Sanitation of Ships and Quarantines. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 380.—Surgeon-General 
Hamilton of the Marine Hospital service has 
submitted to the Pan-American Congress a 
paper on the sanitation of ships and aren 
tines. He rdsitasof universal interest 
that United e rte shall be made whenever 
opportunity ‘offers to circumscribe, limit and 
eradicate at their beginning the diseases 
which produce pestilence. 

It is essential, says the doctor, that certain 
international refuge quarantines shall be es- 
tablished and maintained as near as 
practicableto the dofinite routes of travel 
and be completely equipped. To these 
stations all infected vessels should be obliged 
to repair before final entry into the country of 
destination. The certificate of disinfection 
and clean lines of the officer in command of 
such station should entitie the vessel to 
enter all ports, and sanitary authorities 
should have the rignt to send any suspected 
vessels to the nearest international refuge 
station. 

Dr. Hamilton ventures the individual 
opinion that the following refuge stations 
would, for the present at least, supply the 
needs of this proposed service. On the coast 
of the United States: One at Tortugas Keys, 
one at the Chandeleur Islands. 

On the coast of Mexico, one near Vera Crus. 

On the Central American coast, one near 
Colon 
On 
Guayra. 
For the Antilles, one near Port-au-Prince. 

For the Brazilian coast, one atthe mouth of 
the Amazon (near Para). 

For Uruguay andthe Argentine Confedera- 
tion, one at the mouth of the Rio de la Plata. 

For the Chilian coast, one near Valparaiso. 

For the Peruvian coast, one near Callao. 

For the United States of Colombia, one near 
Panama. 

For western coast of Mexico, one near 
Acapulco and one near San Diego, United 
States of America. 

For the western coast ofthe United States, 
in addition tothe one at San Diego before 
mentioned, one at San Francisco and one near 
Port Townsend. 


Smuggled Chinese Laborers. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 30.— Assistant See- 
retary Tichenor has approved the action of 


Inspector George W. Baker in the case of two 
Chinese laborers smuggied into the United 
States from Gretna, Canada, and captured by 
him ata point in North Dakota, nearly thirty 
miles from the boundary line. The meu were 
srrested by direction of the Inspector and 
taken before a United States Commissioner, 
and, it being proven that they had entered the 
country illegally, they were taken across the 
boundary line and delivered to the foreign 
customs authorities.

Recalling the Speeches of the Clan-na-Gael 
Reunion—Beggs’ Defense of Alexander 
Sullivan—Coughlin’s Talk With O’Connor 
—His Denunciation of Dr. Cronin—The 
Conspiracy Traced and Clearly Shewn 
by the State’s Attorney. 


CHIcaGco, Nov. 80.—At the opening of the 
Oronin trial this morning State’s Attorney 
Longenecker resumed 
his address to the jury as 
follows: 
* Yesterday morning I 
wanted tocail your at- 
tention to what was said 
and done at the meeting 
onthe 2d of February, 
that is,the reunion. You 
will remember that Mr. 
Jude b Beggs spoke of it in his 
letter to Spellman, that be said not to forget 
their reunion. At that meeting speeches were 
made by different parties, and among them 
Patrick McGarry made a speech, and John F. 
Beggs, Senior Guardian of Camp 2, an- 
swered that speech. This is what Me- 
Garry said: ‘‘I was called on. There were 
three other gentlemen that made speeches be- 
fore me. One had referrea to the unity that 
ought to exist among the members and among 
the Irish generally, particularly and alto- 
gether. It was about the time that Le 
Caron had testified before the forgery com- 
mission in England, and the other gentioman 
had referred to spies getting into the organ- 
ization.’’ Mark that, gentlemen. The 
other gentieman had referred to spies 
getting into the organization, on the 
8th day of February of this same 
month. On the occasion of moving the ap- 
pointment of the committee you will remem- 
ber that Foy talked of spies in the organiza- 
tion. McGarry further says: And how 
Irishmen coming to this country and becom- 
ing American citizens ought to educate their 
ehildren.’’ 
THAT WAS GOOD. 
**‘Ought to educate them first in the princli- 
ples of American institutions.’’ That was 
good.

BURKS. 


Last Week There was More Freight Than 
Rolling Stock—Now the Conditions Are 
Reversed—Speculation in Corn Caused a 
Rush—Ruarks Driving Corn Across the 
River—Sma'l Inepection Fees. 


RATHER pecullar 
condition of. affairs 
now exists as to freight 
shipments from points 
west of St. Louis. The 
freight car famine bas 
been broken and at 
present there is a 
plethora of rolling 
stock, while shippers 
are still anxious as to 
their ability to send 
through freight, few 
us yet being aware of 
the change that has 
taken place in the sit - 
uation. As readers of 
the Post-DISPATCH 
will remember, last week there was a most 
unusual demand for ears to move the corn 
crop, and the railroads were at their wits’ 
end to meet it. 
EVERY CAR AVAILABLE 
was sent to the point where it was most 
needed, but still corn continued to pour in 
faster than means of transit could be sup- 
plied. 80 great did the stringency become 
that the Missouri! Pacific and the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy both sent out orders 
that no through freight shouid be received, 
nocars allowed to leave the roads, and ali 
lines holding cars belonging to 
these two great systems were ordered 
to return them at the earliest 


— moment. This action was taken 
cause it was believed that the freight famine 
Was just commencinsy and that corn would 
continue to be delivered in as great or greater 
quantities than heretofore. The receivers 
were ofthe same opinion, judging from the 
reports they recéived from thelr country cor- 
respondents, and the farmers declared that 
they had scarcely commenced tosend their 
crop to market. 
SPECULATIVE FARMERS. 

The measures adopted by the railrouds were 
exceedingly effectual. Cars were accummu- 
lated in large numbers and the agents be- 
lieved that they werein a position to meet 
any strinwency. Scarcely had they come to 
this conciusion than they found to their as- 
tonishment tnat there was no stringency to 
meet. Last week there was a greut deal of 
freight, with no cars to take 
itto market. This week there are plenty of 
Cars that cannot find freight to haul. The 
reason for this peculiar condition of affairs is 
to be found in the fact that the farmers have 
been caiculating on a corner in November 
corn on this market, and have been hurrying 
every bushe! they possibiy could to St. Louis 
with the object of obtaining the advantage of 
the expected advance. The result was an im- 
mense shipment, but instead of a rise 
in price taking place, a decline closed the 
month, and the corn was sold at a lower in- 
stead of a higher figure than that prevailing at 
the time the shipments were made. As soon 
as this was discovered, the demand for roil- 
ing stock diminished greatly and the St. 
Louis roads have now more freight 
cars on their hands than they 
know what to do with. Singularly 
enough there was no general Belief that a 
corner on November corn was in contempla- 
tion in Chicago, and there was no unusual 
rush of grain to that market. After the corn 
now on the road is delivered there will proba- 
bly be a very decided diminution in the re- 
ceipts. 


BURKS’ WORK. 

The large receipts have served to empha- 
size very forcibiv the unpopularity of State- 
expert Burks and his assistants. For the 
present state of affairs, whichit is believed 
that he regards as extremely unfortunate, the 
farmers are more responsible than the St. 
Louis receivers. The pian of revenge adopted 
of low grading on this side of the 
river has caused all parties interested 
to send every bushel of corn that 
could be gotten across the river to the east 
side, where it would not be subjected to the 
machinations of Burks. At this season of 
the year, under ordinary conditions, the re- 
ceipts of corn tn St. Louis are far greater than 
those in East St. Louis. The change shown 
by the figures for the forty-eizht hours ending 
atllo’clock on Friday is indicative of the 
benefits derived by tbe State from the appoint- 
ment of the Farmington expert. On 
the east side 308 were received, ane in this 
city but 93. O the receipts on the east side 
220 graded No. 2, and but 50 were found up to 
this grade here. This ratio, however, is much 
more even than it has been, and is regarded 
as an indication that Burks is begin- 
ning to see the inefficiency of 
his plan ot campaign. It is 
also regarded as showing a stringency of 
funds in the treasury, and this impression 
is confirm: d by the anxiety manifested by the 
horde of political experts anpointed by the 
Tenth District boss, whose official heads are 
trembling on thelr shoulders. Some will have 
to go, as the inspection fees have fallen off 
more than half since Burks replaced the oid 
inapectors by hisown men, and still further 
diminution is anticipated,

Upon the arrivalof the Alagoas at St. Vin- 
cent an attempt was madeto interview Dom 


Pedro concerning the events that had led to 
his deposition and exile. He declined, how- 
ever, to enter into any discussion relative to 
the revolution but stated that he had been 
treated with the utmost kinduess throughout, 
The Alagoas will proceed for Lisbon to-mor-

Wnen the steamer arrived at St. Vincent she 
was in the new flag of the United States of 
Brazil. The flag remained fiying until the 
Brazillian Consul boarded ber and laformed the 
Captain that the Provisional Government had 
— instructions that the old flag wasto be 

visted at St. Vincent and Lisbon. The officers 
of the steamers not having di- 
rect orders from Rio Janeiro de- 
clined to make the change. They, however, 
immediately sentacable dispatch to Rio Ja- 
neiro, asking for orders relative to the flag, 
pending the arrival of which the Alagoas flies 
no flag at all. The Alagoas was convoyed 
four and a halt days from Rio Janeiro by a 
Brazilian man-of-war. The warship was

THE TRAFFIC IN OPIUM. 


GREAT QUANTITIES SMUGGLED INTO THE 
UNITED STATES FROM CANADA. 


An Annual Loss to the Revenue of Over 


$500,000—The Amount Disposed of on 
This Side the Line—Attempt onthe Part 
of the Dominion Government to Check 
the Traffic. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispa'cna. 
OTTAWA, Nov. 30. 
HE Canadian cus- 
toms officials at 
present in the city 
has been investigat- 
ing the extent of the 
opium traffic in 
British Columbia, 
and as aresult of his 
inquiries it is shown 
that the United 
, Stats revenue is los- 
ing duty at the rate of from $500,000 to $750,000 
annually on opium smuggled into the United 
States from that province. There are, he 
says, thirteen refining factories in operation 
in Victoria, each of which pays a municipal 
license of $500 annually. The fact that the 
quantity of crude oplum imported for re- 
fining purposes into British Oolumbia in- 
creased from 5,000 pounds in 1880 to 100,000 
pounds last year shows how profitable the 
trade has been. 
THE CRUDE MATERIAL. a 

It is estimated that the quantity of erude 
oplum imported last year would produce 50, 
000 pounds of the refined article. The officer 
says that 5,000 pounds of the refined product 
would supply all demands for home consump- 
tion and the balance of 45,000 pounds, the 
surplus produce of the British Columbia re- 
fineries, would have to be disposed of in a for- 
eign market. Investigation shows that this 
was disposed of in the United States. 

The fact that no return of any refined opium 
having been exported was reported to the 
Canadisn customs officials clearly inpfiicates 
that it was smuggled out of the country. 
United States returns, he says, show that 
only seventy-seven pounds of refined opium 
was imported into that country last year from 
Canada. It is therefore evident that the 45,000 
pounds, the surplus product of the British 
Columbia refineries, was smuggled across the 
border, the duty on which would have 
amounted to $450,000, paying at the rate of $10 
per pound. In making this calculation he 


says that onlythe quantity of crude opium 
which actually paid duty was reported to the 
Canadian customs on being imported was 
taken into consideration. 

THE AMOUNT SMUGGLED. 

The quantity smuggied into British Colum- 
bia, he believes, would reach 100,000 Bs more, 
which, when refined,would Increase the quan- 
tity of refined opium for which a foreign mar- 
ket had to be found to about 100,000 pounds. 
It is safe, therefore to estimate that from 
90,000 to 100, pounds of refined opium was 
smuggled from Canada into the United States 
which should have contributed about $1,000,- 
000 to the United States revenue, 

This organization for smuggling opium 
across the border from British Oolumbia, it 
will be seen, is a profitable business, which all 
means hitherto resorted to have failed to sup- 
press. 

TO CHECK THE TRAFFIC. 

The Dominion Government as a means of 
checking the rapid increase of the opium 
habit which is reported to be going on in the 
country, andwith a view to assisting the 
United States Government in putting down 
the smuggled traffic, is considering the advis- 
ability of imposing restriction which the bus- 
iness cannot profitably bear. The idea of im- 
posing an excise duty on all opium refined in 
Canada of say from $8to $5 per pound has 
been suggested as the most likely 
remedy for the existing evil. The 
refineries, as in the case of distilleries, 
would be under the inspection of excise 
officers, and by this means itis held that if it 
did not succeed in curtailing the manufacture 
it would contribute in the way of excise duty 
nearly $500,000to the Dominion revenue an- 
nually. The question isto be investigated 
during the coming session of Parliament, 
which meets on January 16.

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LAST PREPARATIONS FOR THE WORLD'S 
FAIK STRUGGLE AT WASHINGTON, 


An Impertant Meeting of the Executive and 
Congressional Committees to Be Hela 
To-Night—How the Washington Cam- 
paign Willi Be Conducted—Spliendid 
Showing of the Finance Committee—St. 
Louls Leads. 


T 8 o’clock this even- 
ing there will be a 
joint meeting of the 
executive and finance 
committees of the 
World’s Fair held at 
the headquarters of 
the General Executive 
Committee. This will 
be a meeting of great 
importance as a large 
part ot the delegation 
to Washington wil! 
leave for that city on 
Sunday night or Mon- 
, 2 day morning and the 
final instructions will be formulated this 
evening. Congress will meet on Tues- 
day, December 8, and it is 
deemed important to have a large 
and representative force on the ground when 
the session opens, although the question of 
the location of the World’s Fair will in all 
probability not be brought up until after the 
Christmas recess. 
GOING TO WORK AT ONCE. 
But itis of the first importance to have men 
on the field who can organize the forces now 
on hand and gain recruite from outsind. No 
time is considered 80 available for this 
species of work as the period be- 
fore the Christmas recess and the three 
or four days immediately succeeding. 
large part of the Washington delegation 
will leave during the early part of next week, 
and the rest will be on band before the ad- 
journment of Congress. Arrangements have 
been made by which the St. Louis representa- 
tives will accompany the Congressmen on 
their way to their homes, and urge the claims 
of this city on the train, where the legislators 
have time to weigh the arguments presented. 
An invitation will be extended to all Congress- 
men to visit this city as the guests of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and preparations will be 
made for receiving them, and exhibiting 
the facilities for holding a World’s Fair in the 
best sible manner. After Monday next 
the efforts of the committee will be concen- 
trated upon Washington. 
SPLENDID COLLECTIONS. 

At the moeting this evening Messrs. Broad- 
head and Bell will present the draft of a bill 
to be submitted to Congress locating the 
World’s Fair in St. Louls, on which they have 
been at work for some time past. This bill 
will be carefully considered by the mem- 
bers of the committee, any changes 
deemed advisable will be made, and 
as soon as the final draft is 
completed the bill will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington in charge of a speciully appointed 
committee. 

The Finance Committee have been hard at 
work and with most gratifying results. On 
every side their requests for funds have been 
met in the most generous manner. In a large 
majority of instances the amount allotted bas 
been exceeded sometimes to the extent of 300 
per cent, and already far more than thé 
allotted $5,000,000 has been secured. All sub- 
scriptions are not yet in, some ot the largest 
not having been officially reported, 
as it has been deemed inadvisable to make 
further 9 75 — until the liste are complete. 
At least $750,000 and probabiy $1,000,000 are ex- 
pected to come in during the first part of De- 
cember, without reckoning the railroad allot- 
ment of $1,000,000, which has been delayed 
owing to the fact that some of the directors of 
the roads interested have not yet held a meet- 
ing to pass upon the subscription.

ARGUMENTS FOR AN INJUNCTION AGAINST 
THE UNION DEPOT LINE HEARD. 


‘Philip Lenz Tries te Enjoin John Scullin 


From Changing His Railway Tracks On 
Jefferson and Geyer Avenues—Two De- 
vorces Asked For and Two Granted—Two 
Special Juries Summoned—Notes. 


The argument in the application of Philip 
Lenz for an injunction to prevent the Union 
Depot Railway Co. from changing its tracks 
on Geyer and Jefferson avenues s0 as 
to encroach on the sidewalk was 
heard by Judge Dillon this morning 
and taken under advisément. Philip Lenz 
owns the lot on the southeast corner of Jeffer- 


son and Geyer avenues, and has a. twenty-foot 


sidewalk on his Jefferson avenue front. Mr. 
Scullin, in rebuilding his line suitable for the 
operation of the overhead eiectric wire, 
moved the tracks so as to give the curved 
track a greater radius, and in doing so cut off 
a section of the sidewalk, moving 
it back ten feet. He secured 
permission of the Board of Public 
Improvements to make this change and ar- 
gues that as a defense for his action, also that 
there is a city ordinance fixingthe width of 
sidewalk for all streets over 100 feet wide at 
twenty feet. Thecurb line on Jefferson ave- 
nue at this point is thirty-five feet wide and 
in cutting off the corner the twenty-foot line 
is not reached. Mr. Scullin, by his attorney, 
George A. Madill, said he is not ob- 
structing the street or sidewalk or 
encroaching on the property or rights 
of Mr. nz. The cit by 
Mr. Leverett Bell also denied Lenz’s allega- 
tions and asked the injunction be denied. Mr. 
Lenz was represented by Rassieur & Schmur- 
macher. Judge Dillion will probably decide 
the case next Tuesday, and in the meantime 
Mr. Scullin will be restrained from doing any 
more work onthe tracks at the corner in dis- 
pute,

the leniency with which the lottery rascals 
are treated in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection is the Drexler case, which was 
reported in the Posr-Disrarcn yesterday. 

DREXLER is an old lottery offender, 
whose crimes are well known to the po- 
lice. He was arrested on a charge of sell- 
ing lottery tickets three times this month. 
After his first two arrests Judge CAMPBELL, 
onthe mere promise of this inveterate 
law-breaker that he would quit his illegal 
business, ordered that the tickets taken 
from him by the police be returned to 
him in order that he might get back the 
money which he had invested in criminal 
goods for the purpose of violating the laws 
of the State. One of the lottery schemes, 
the tickets of which were returned, ie 
conducted feloniously in Missouri. As 
might be expected, the old rascal broke 
his promise and is again under arrest. 
Through the misplaced kindness of Judge 
CAMPBELL, the principal evidence in one 
case against him has been returned to him 


The State, therefore, must go to trial 
without this evidence and the criminal 
profits by it twice, once in money and 
again in protection from deserved pun- 
ishment.

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DESPERATE COURAGE or THR OHINESE 
COOK OF THE SOUTHERN CROSS. 


Ordered Aloft in a Gale, He Disobeys the 
Command and Barricades His Galley— 
Two Days Spent in Efforts to Dislodge 
Hisn—Bostilities Cease When Ah Sin 
Faille Witha Bullet in His Heart. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Draeator. 
Nsw Tonk. Nov. 80. 
HE geod ship 
Southern Oross, 
Capt. Justice A. 
Balley,salled out of 
New York harbor 
thirteen months 
ago bound on a 
long cruise 
through Obina 
seas. A meek look- 
ig little China- 
man named Ab 
Sin occupied tbe 
cook's galley. He 
was a strange lit- 
tle man and posi- 
e tively refused to 
have anything to do with any ofthe crew. As 
the voyage progressed it was found that Ab 
Sin sat all day long in his galley smoking 
opium, and often he continued bis debauches 
far into the night. 

One raw, blustering morning, when the ship 
had been out seventy-six days, Ab sin, whose 
duty s was not only to cook, but to attend 
the fore-sheet, was ordered up by the Second 
Mate. He refused to leave his galley, and 
closing his door with a bang, went back to his 
bunk and his opium. The wind increased 
to a gale and all hands were ordered aloft. In 
the meantime the Second Mate had reported 
Ah Sin’s insabordination to the First Mate, 
Donald A. Nicholson, who determined to in- 
vestigate for himself. Ah Sin, intensely ex- 
cited, met him at the galley door. Before 
Nicholson could say anything the Chinaman 
yelled out in broken English that he was go- 
ing to kili three men—the Captain, the Stew- 
ard and the Chief Mate—and then as quick as 
thought he pulled a pistol from under his long 
blouse and fired at Nicholson. The bullet 
passed through the Chief Mate’s arm and the 
interview was abruptiy ended. Mr. Nichol- 
son went back to the Captain and reported 
progress. 

AH SIN’S STRONGHOLD. 

And now Au Sin set to work to defy the 
whole crew and to make his galley an im- 
pregnable fortification. The galley etands 
amidships. It bas three doors and four 
windows, and it virtually covers the deck; 
the windows sweep fore and aft, and the 
doors cover the starboard and larboard side. 
Ah Sin had a lot of carpenter’s tools in the 
galley, and with these he sawed off the boards 
of bis bunk and nailed the doors and 
windows, taking care to leave a small space 
between the boards through which he could 
stick the muzzie of his pistol and likewise 
watch any hostile advances. Having taken 
these precautions against an attack he 
began to carefully load several pistols which 
were in the galley. In some way 
anumber of boxes of cartridges had found 
their way iIntothe galley, and when Ab Sin 
surveyed things he saw be was pretty well 
able to endure a long siege. He had any 


amount of provisions and ammunition and as 
many pistols as he could handle. 

By this time the crew was hungry. They 
had had n thlas to ent, because there was nu 
one to cook, and to add to their discomfort 
ond rain was mingled with the wind. The 
men were thoroughly drenched and 2 
A consultation was held and Capt. Balley 
promised that if Ab Sin would only come out 
and go to work all would be forgiven him, 
The Steward, who was also a Chinaman, 
was dispatched with this message and a 
flag of truce. As soon as Ab Sin caught 
sight of him be opened fire and the 
Steward promptly retreated. A couple of 
sailors who were forward attempted about 
this time to go aft, and the vigiiant Ab Sin 
made it so bot for them that they were glad to 
give up the attempt. All that day and the 
next things remained inthe same condition. 
From beh nd his port-holes Ah Sin swept the 
deck. Whenever a head was put up he dlased 
away atit. All this time the wind was biow- 
ing a gale, and the Southern Cross was bound - 
ing along, with the waves breaking over her 
and practically no one to airect her. The 
sallors were afraid to move about, for the vig- 
Hance of Ah Sin was neveér-ceasing, and 
whether the men attempted to climb a mast or 
creep forward or aft, a bullet whistling by 
their ears warned them that their only safety 
lay below. 

CONFRONTED WITS A NEW DANGER. 

On the morning of the second day a keener 
edge was added to thelr apprehensions, First 
Mate Nicholson heard a sound of cutting and 
hammering at the deck coming from the gal- 
ley. He knew that there was stowed awuy 
just beneath the insane Chinaman some 500 
cuses of gasoline and twelve tons of car- 
tridges. He also knew that the cook was 
aware of the location of this dangerous mate- 
rial and that he was cutting his way down for 
the purpose of blowing up the ship. It was 
not a pleasant thougnt away out there in mid- 
ocean, notasailinsizht, with a gale every 
moment increasing in violence behind them. 

A little ewunoill of war was held, in which it 
wae decided that Ah Sin must be zot out of 
the galley. Vurlous plans were suggested but 
it was Unally determined to attack him from 
the top. Over the galley was a skylight 
which Ah Sin had closely nailed down and the 
plan was to pry this off and shoot down 
through it. Whilethis was being done sev- 
eral of the crew could fire at the galley to di- 
vert the Chinaman’s attention. 

First Mate Nicholson went to work on the 
skylight and just as he had pried it open three 
or four shots in rapid succession whistled by 
his ear and be determined to push his assault 
no further. He wentaftto get some ammu- 
the party attacking in front and 
stole forward with it along the starboard 
side. It wasalively trip, for Ah Sin popped 
at him every foot ot the way. Fortu- 
nately none of the shots took effect, though 
several cut holes in bis clothes. There was 
a breathing spell for a few minutes after this 
and then Ah Sin began to groan dismalily. 


But the spirit of | Nicholson started up, thinking the Chinaman 


was surely stricken. 

„Be careful, Ithink be is deceiving you,“ 
called the Captain. 

It was lucky he spoke, for Nicholson, glanc- 
ing up, saw the Chinaman’s eyes peering 
through one of his port holes and he fell on 
hia face just in time to escape a bullet. From 
this time on it was give and take pretty 
lively. At last Nicholson managed to get into 
a position from which he could shoot down in 
the galley. 

A BULLET IN HIS HEART. 

After a couple of shots the Chinaman sud- 
denly ceased firing and the crew thought be 
was playing thew some other foxy crick. It 
was not for several hours that anyone could 
be found bold enough tv approach the galley. 
When they entered they found Ah Sin lying 
on tue floor, a bullet in his heart, a pistol in 
his right hand and a freshly open box of 
cartridges in his other hand. They buried 
him at sea that day and when the ship came 
to Sydney the Captain and the crew told the 
story to the American Consul. He made a 
thorough. investigation and forwarded 
the papers to Washington. Yesterday morn- 
ing when the Southern Cross let anchor 
fall in this burbor, a couple of United States 
officers went on board and arrested the Oan- 
tuin and the Firat Mate for murder on the high 
sea. They were taken before Judge Lacombe, 
who fixed their bail at $2,500 each, which was 
furnished by Frederick Alexander of 190 
Cherry street. The Southern Cross, which is 
atanchor off Liberty Island, was visited bya 
reporter last night. She looks as if she had 
run a blockade. There is hardly a piece of 
wood work on ber deck which does not contain 
a bullet and the galley is perforated on ull 
sides with bullet holes.

The Carnegie Milis Will Give the Product of 
Alabama Mills a Trial.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 80.—Carnegie, Phipps 
&Co. are about to give Southern Bessemer 
pig iron a trial. Recently 2,000 tons ot this 
material were ordered from the Talledega( Ala) 
Furnace Co., and at the Homestead Steel 
Works, near Pittsburg, the iron will be given 
a practical test. The arrival of the lron will 
be the first considerable quantity of the South- 
ern article that has been brought into this 
district.

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POSTMASTER-GRNERAL JOHN WANAMAKER 
MAKES HIS ANNUAL REPORT. 


He Has Some New Ideas for the Pestal 
Department—A New Office Recom- 
mended—Supervision of Postmaster 
Penny Postage—Po:tal Savings Banks 
Receipts and Disbarsempnts ef the 
Branch. a 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 30.— Postmaster - 
General John Wanamaker’s report begins 
with an assertion that the department is the 
largest business concern in the world, consist 
ing of a central establishment and almost 
60,000 branches, and employing 150, 000 people. 
The business has doubied in twenty years and 
ten years, he expects, it win 
double again. He cowplaias that 
the Postmaster-General is always 
overworked, and that the First Assistant with 
56,000 postmasters to appoint has as big a 
contract ag he can possibly attend to. He 
wants a Fourth Assistant who will have 
charge of railway and foreign malle, money- 
order offices, registry and supply divisions. 
He wants the best educated postal man in the 
country made general manager of the entire 
business, with a permanency about his terure 
that would counteract the evil influence on 
the department of the frequent changes of 


the heads. 
THE SOHEME. 


To this Comptroller or General Sebretary 
would be referred ali of the plans and im- 
provements determined upon, and bis busi. 
ness capacity and authority would bring 
about reforms at once. without the usual de- 
lay sometimes of months existing under the 
present cumbersome and antiquated methods. 
He would give right offtothe city of Denver 
more than two deliveries a day. Utica, 
whose postal business bas nearly 
doubled in six years without ad- 
ditional help, would have proper treatment; 
he would see that the postal business of In- 


dianapolis and other places like it, which had 
increased 80 per cent in ten years, were not 
obliged to stiruge¢le along with no inorease of 
clerks; he would give a great city more than 
one place to buy postage stamps; he would 
increase the registry offices and stamp agen- 
cies tenfoid, and more, U needed in the large 
cities. If people in large towns had to walk 
a mile to buy a stamp he would see what 
could be done bout it, and would do it quick. 
He would give to New York map he demand, 
1,000 stamp axencies, Boston , and Phila- 
—— 500, and every other place a proper 
plant. 

He would do these things asa matter of 
course, and he would get money back for the 
department, because it always appears, by 
neciient almost, that these small incidents of 
the service find such. ready responses among 
the people that they pay for themselves over 
and over. This General Secretary would ap- 
ply himself tosmall but important matters 
of reform which more nearly concern the 
departmental service. If the Sixth Auditor 
were eight months behind in his work be- 
cause he lacked clerks enough by seventy-five 
to do it, the General Secretary would ad- 
dress himself to the correction of 
this abuse. If it took 100 cierks to discharge 
the business of the Dead Letter Office, he 
would see what could be done to decrease the 
labor caused by careless correspondents by 
devising ways and means to prevent mistakes. 
If some einployes of the postal service worked 
six hours a day and others worked eighteen, 
he would see what oould be done to equalize 
the pay or the hours. He would be the man 
of details of the department, inspiring the 
whole service with prom ptness and zeal. 

POSTAL DISTRICTS AND SUPERVISION. 

This Radical Post Vaster-General wants the 
country divided into twenty-six postal dis- 
tricts, over which shall be supervisors, These 
supervisors would revolutionize the work in 
the small offices, he thinks, and do away with 
mefficiency. Then he wants more room at 
headquarters, 

It is related that Postmaster-General Benja- 
min Franklin was quite occupied and nota 
little troubled by the management of seventy- 
five post-oftices. From the smal! beginning 
indicated in the early records the postal sys- 
tem has grown marvelously. In fifteen years 
its advancement has been even more astonish- 
ing, as the following figures dre enough to 
show:

ONE -CENT POSTAGE. 

One- cent postage is an easy possibility of 
the near future. It must come asa matter of 
course. If introduced to-morrow the cutting 
in half of postage would reduce the revenue 
on letter postage by probably $15,000,000. We 
are not ready for this while the present de- 
ficiency exists. When the biessing of penn 
postage comes it should not require a tax i 
some other form to make up ite cost. More- 
over, it would seem to be wiser first to im- 
prove the facilities rather than to reduce the 
postage while the service still remains con- 
spicuously imperfect. Many remote places 
have but ove mail a week. Others are only 
one-half ae fortunste. Sparsely settled por - 
tions of the country have very little aecom- 
modations owing to the high cost of trans · 
portat ion.

HE police yesterday ar- 
rested one offender 
against the lottery law, 
a notorious vender of 
tickets, who has been 
twice arrested before 
within ten days and 
released on his promise 
to quit the business. 
What a set of imbe- 
ciles are the court offi- 
cials who accept the 
promise of a profes- 
„sonal criminal to obey 
the law. The prisoner 
is a man who advertised his business and car- 
ried it on in the face of the police and the law; 
who is known as one of the most pérsistent 
and determined venders in the city, and a 
en who cares not halt as much for the good 
er of society as he does for the money he 
can made as a criminal. 

He has continued to sell lottery tickets in 
spite of his arrest. The police have taken 
him in every time they could catch him. 
What they have done to him they should do 
to all the venders—the agents and representa- 
tives of the lotteries—but instead they have 
let hundreds of them go on selling without 
endeavoring to stop them or attempting their 


arrest. 

This offender is in bad odor and hejis doing 
service now as a convenient dummy. He is 
taken in three or four times a week, and the 
public point with pride to the splendid record 
they have made. 

They remind one of a great big, clumsy 
animal that is bound and tied. Now and then 
it gives a groan and a wrench, and tries to get 
at its keeper, but the thongs hold it back and 
it falls to the ground belpless. 

It would be dificult to devise a more 

PERFECT SCHEME OF PROTECTION 

than that which the lottery people now enjoy. 
There are in this city three local lotteries with 
their venders, the agents of lotteries run out- 
side the city and their veudere, and propri- 
etors and managers of alledged newspapers, 
which print regularly the lottery advertise- 
ments. Every one of these men isa criminal 
and every one is making his living in an un- 
law/ul pursuit. 

On the other hand, there is a police force 
which costs half a million dollars per annum, 
and every man on it sworn to arrest criminals; 
there is an Assistant Prosecuting Attorney

His Vast Winnings—The Only Bet He Ever 
Made Was Sixpence With His Trainer’s 
Wife—An Explanation of Yale’s Defeat 
by . Princeton at Foot-Gall—General 
Sporting News.

, a, jp) Viscount Falmouth, 
J_——— who expired on 
|_ J November 6, at his 
‘ seat, Mereworth Oas- 
tle, near Maidstone, 
England, the turf 
lost a patron who 
dia much by his ex- 
ample to prevent 
the sport becoming 
unduly tainted. The 
deceased was the 
eldest son of ‘the 
Hon. and Rev. John Evelyn Boscawen, Canon 
of Canterbury, by Catharine Elizabeth, eldest 
daughter of Arthur Annesley of Bietchingdon 
Park, Oxtord, and sister of Lord Valentia. He 
was born on March 18, 1819, and married, in 
1845, Mary Francis Elizabeth Stapleton, in ber 
own right Baroness Le Despeacer, by whom 
he has left three sons and three daughters. 

With Lord George Bentinck, Admiral Rous, 
Old General Peel, and his intimate associate, 
George Payne, the old school may be said 
to have died out; yet while Lord 
Falmouth lived one felt that at any 
rate the age of chivairy was not yet dead. The 
aristocracy have furnished, and will continue 
to furnish, many of the leading figuresin turf 
history; butthe times have changed in the 
last decade, and the present school of noble 
patrons is of avery different kidney to that 
which may be said to have opened with Lord 
George Bentinck and closed with the demise 
of Lord Falmouth. 

Throughout a racing career extending con- 
siderably over thirty years the sixth Viscount 
Falmouth was * 

NEVER KNOWN TO BET, 

except on Queen Bertha’s success In the Oaks, 
when histordship wagered Mrs. John Scott. 
his trainer’s wife, the eum of sixpence that 
his colors would not be successful in the 
Epsom event. And the simple coin with 
which the bet was paid absolptely ‘‘reposed’’ 
in brilliants of the first water. There are now 
scarcely half a dozen owners of any promi- 
neues of whom it can be written that they are 
free from the temptations of the betting-ring, 
for even the Duke of Portiand—who has less 
to do with betting than any other great Owner 
—occasionally risks his ‘‘fiver’’ or ‘‘tenner’’ 
on one or other of his horses. 

To getan owner of high degree who raced 
solely for the sake of raciag was always difi- 
cult—such a position as Lord Falmoutb’s was 
far rarer in days when stakes as a rule scarce- 
ly paid expenses, no matter how lucky you 
may have deen in securing them, than they 
are now, when a fortunate owner may become 
rich without so much asa single transaction 
with any of the bookmakers. Had Lord Fal-

been cast ten years or so later than it was 
tnere is no knowing how much money 
he might not bave won in stakes; as 
it the £38,000 he took one 
year (1878) was reported as scarcely 
enough to pay his expenses. This may have 
meant that it was scarcely enough to put his 
racing balance altogether straight, beginning 
atthe beginning. Yetthis could scarcely be 
correct, seeing that in the year before he won 
the £38,000 be won £34,000, in the year after it 
he won £24,000, while in the twelve years be- 
tween 1872 and 18838 inclusive bis aggregate 
winnings amounted to no less than £220,000. 
It would be strange if, with a string of horses 
not wonderfully long, but with every member 
of it good, and with the best of the then 
prizes falling to him, he should have been 
money out of pocket at the end of the season. 

If Lord Faimouth did lose money what time 
the pied jacket and red cap were carrying all 
before them, the prestige of an honorabie 
name brought bim an almost unnaturally 
rich reward when his stud was sold off five or 
six years ago. At the time of the two days’ 
sale—one day was separated from the other by 
several weeks—many eager buyers were 
suspected to have made bad bargains; these 
proved to be even worse when the period 
came for settling the question. Lord Falmouth 
received over £111, for what would have 
been, asthe sequel proved, dear at half the 
money. The best of his mares bave not done 
greatthings at the stad; and only one of the 
racers, Busybody, did anything noticeable to- 
wards getting back the price paid for her, 
8,800 guineas. If she was a failure—and she 
was—what may be said of some of the others?

and her downfall at York will never be forgot- 
ten by those who were witnesses of it. On 
coming from the York races the train left the 
rails and ran down an embankment when go- 
ing at a speed of over sixty miles an hour. 

Among the various claims on celebrity pos- 
sessed by this noble owner was his winnin 
the eg! with the worst horse that ever di 
anch a thing in modern time, Kingoraft; and 
his winning the Derby and Leger with a 
creature that was only a trifie better, Silvio. 

His connection with the turf extended

Besides 
this franchise and other ordinance privileges 
the company has a very valuable Plant.

One is th 
block bounded by Main, Second, Oonvent an 
Rutyer streets, where ite works are located, 
It lies on the Iron Mountain Railroad tracks 
and ie valuable property.
